There 
fad been as usual several cases of diarr- 
hoea” amongst children, but never o 
suspicion of cliolern, Several cases. of 
malarial fever bad: been imported from 
Tamsui, but: there had been none of 
local origin amongst foreigners, nor had 
the Chinese suffered as much ag usual 
from fevers this year. Du 2 
ended Sept. 30, nine foreigners died at 
Amoy, four during the first siz months, 
five ‘duting the latter. Four were 
residents, 1 a child; five non-residents. 

‘Writing from Wenchow for the year 
ending 8Uth March, Dr Myers mentions 
a visitation of cholera in August 1878, 
daring which two Europeans were nt- 
tacked, one (a lady) fatally. The other 
patient was a man on board H. 8 
Nassau, aod his life was saved by the 

atient being placed between the ship's 
oilers, having thus kept: in a dry tem- 

arature of about 120°. He was al- 
owed to drink freely of iced water, and 
reaction soon set in. ‘The epidemic did 
not last long, nor did the Chinese public 
generally appear to suffer to the same 
extent as in tho previous year, though 
the utter absence of all treatment 
—in the oase of natives—undoubt- 
edly. tended on this occasion as on last 
to.awell the mortality rate. 

The only other report is a brief onefrom 
Dr. Ringer on the health, for the year 
“ending September 30th 1879, of Tamsui 
and Kelung,’ During the year, rain fell 
in Tamsui on 146 days in all. The 
summer is described as prolonged, but 
not excessively hot. There had been as 
usual a considerable amount of malari- 
ous fever, almost all the residenta having 
suffered more or less from the intermit- 
tent or remittent fever. Four deaths 
are'recorded, two of them of mon well 
advanced in yenre, who had passed 
many ‘years in the East. . 

‘There is quite » mass of valuable in- 
formation in these reports. ‘Lhe Cus- 
tome Department discharges an import- 
ant work in collecting them, and as the 
volume of reports (this is now the 18th 
issue), improves. steadily, it cannot but 
become a valuable work of reference for 
medical men, especially those whose 
duties call them to deal with the parti- 
cular forms of disease we have in & 
climate like that of the’ Coast porta of 
China. :

A boy who had been on the prose- 
cutor’s boat was‘left there till the pro- 
seoator, who, coring, eave life,iwas picked 
up by another fis! boat, and teken 
on to Yan-mab-ti, ived back with the 
police. Whether the evidence as against 
the others besides the first five would 
justify tho charges against them, there was 
one polnt he might mention as it would no 
doubt be raised by his learced friend. It was 
this,—Were those who to:k no active part 
in the attack guilty with the others. He 
submitted, under correction from his Lord- 
ship, that they wore, 1f they were at hand or 
so nosr as to render assistance if necessary, 
to the Persons making the attack, or to awe 
by their superlor numbers those who were 
belong attacked, then they would nocessarily 
be guilty of what the law called participation 
in the second degree. If the jury were 
satisfied of those facta the whole of the 
prisonera they would find guilty as if they 
had taken part in the attack. 


The evidence was then gone very fally | d 


into, and the evidence of the prosecutor and 
thoas who were in the boat with him was 
tested at considerable length by Mr Francis, 
The evidence given at the Police Court was 
fully given in our columns when. the case 
was fore the inferior Court.

Mr Franols owntended that no evidence 
whatever had been brought to connect any 
one of hia olients with the offence here 
oharged, if any offsnce bad been commit 
ted. Tho statements of the moo tom- 
selves preseatod the caso in a very fair 
light, These men,' the prisoners for whom 
he appeared, were going about theic usual 
business when they came on the boat 
of the prosecutor which was deing 
pursued by the first four or five pri- 
soners and. had bean upset. Theso fish. 
ing boats had the means with them of 
fishing for the opium -which the small 
vont, described as having no masts, did 
not have, all the evidence before the 
Sury was porlectly oonsistent with that 
stétemont.

| was irne then certainly the Chinese authori- 
tles-had soted illegally. That fact, while 
giving the Government a ground of com- 
plaint a; t the Chinese authorities 
solyed these men 20 far as this charge was 
concerned. However improperly or ilogally 
such order mizht be, if these. meh soted 
under it bons fide, then they were justified 
befora the law. but what came of this de- 
fonce?
